Says the Democrat: “ Mr. Bax- 
ter H. Moore and W. R. Burwe!!, of this 
county, sent two bales of cotton for 
exhibition to the Fair at St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, held on the 8th inst. We have 
been shown a lettcr from a gentleman in 
st. Louisto Messrs. Moore and Buarwe!l), 
stuting that their cotton took the second 
aad third premiums, $250 and $100. 
Tie same letter aiso states that Mr. 
James Means, of Concord, N. C., took 
the first premium of $500 on cotton, 
Pretty good for old Mecklenburg and 
Cabarrus.”

In 
these few words we find the only 
reference to her distinguished parentage, 
contained in the obituary notice of the 
widow of ANDREW JOYNER, whose 
death a few days ago destroyed one of 
the last links that bound the olden-time 
to thenew. “Time is old and hath for 
got itselt” im every deed when the 
announcement of the death of a child 
of Wimu1E JONES stirs up no other 
memory of by- gone days than the fact 
that “her maiden naine was Jones.” 

Time was,when people did not need to 
ve told who was; but time 
hath forgot itself, and North Carolina 
hath forgot herself, in forgetting her 
once honored and favorite son Shame 
upon Us tuat thisis so; a burning shame 
and disgrace, not to the dead, but to the 
‘iving, ier us notto remember one of 
the greatest and one of the most hon- 
ored men that ever was born or lived 
upon the soil of North Carolina! 

Who was Wilie Jones ? 

History telis us he was a faithful! ser- 
vant of his country in her struggle for 
independence from UDritish rule; a 
statesman and scholar as well, He was 
President of the Committee of Safety 
for the whole State in 1776, and there- 
by virtuaily Governor of the Statein the 
interval between the abdication of Gov- 
ernor Martin, the last of the Royal 
Governors, and the accession of Gover- 
nor Caswell, He was a member of the 
Continental Congress that met at Phila- 
deiphia in 1780, and served until 1781. 
He wus elected a member of the 
Convention that formed the Constitution 
of the United States, but Ceclined to 
serve. Hle wasa member of the State 
Convention that met in Hillsboro in 
1788, to consider the Federal Constitu- 
tion; and, asis well known, through his 
influence, that Constitution was rejected 
by a vote of 184 to 84, in spite “of the 
learning of Iredell, the eloquence of 
Davis and the intellectual power of 
Johnston.” Tor several years alsa he was

Such is a scant record of the long, 
public life of Wilie Jones. And yet the 
man aod his record are to day com.

snaiden name was Jones.” 

But it would be ungrateful to our own 
feclingsat .least, to conclude without 
bearing testimony to the lovely charac- 
ter of the venerable lady whose death 
has called forth these remarks. No 
higher encomium can be passed upon 
her, than to say she was as remarkable 
tor the graces and virtues that adorn a 
woman, as maiden, wife and mother, as 
her distinguished father was for those 
sterner qualities that goto make up the 
patriot and the statesman. It was 
written of her many ycars ago, “she 
was one of the loveliest women of her 
age. She was loved by ali who knew 
her. None see her but admire her.” 
Vo the hour of her death these words 
bore true record of the distinguished 
daugt.ter of one of Carolina’s most dis- 
tinguished sons!
